face matter. 


"These are the essential conditions 


of a heat engine of enormous capacity, 
and as in many parts of the worM 
comparatively high temperatures are 
found very near the surface, while iu 
all pnrls considerable ranges are possi- 
ble within reasonable differences of 
level, the interior heat of the earth, 
which has an origin more remote in 
time than the sun or its own axial ro- 
tation, is worthy of most serious con- 
sideration ns :i possible and reasonable 
source of power.

heat energy directly into electricity on 
a large scale and with ooonomj, avoid- 
ing tlr.} great waste which neeeshjirily 
accompanies the use of the steam en- 
gine, and this must soon come about."
